PAVING SPEEDED 
BY FINE WEATHER 



North Side Streets In $75,000 

Highway Program Near 

Completion 

COUNCIL BUYS TRUCK 



Rapid progress on the $75,000 
street paving program, which the 
Borough of Narberth is putting 
through, was reported at the meet- 
ing of Borough Council held in 
Elm Hall Monday night. The 
favorable weather of the last 
month has speeded the work. 

Practically all the streets on the 
north side included in the pro- 
gram, with the exception of 
Conway avenue and contiguous 
thoroughfares, have been com- 
pleted. Some of these are being- 
held up by drain pipes. 

There are still a number of the 
south side streets included in the 
highway improvement program 
which have not been reached yet, 
but at the present rate of prog- 
ress work will soon be started on 
them. Among the south side 
thoroughfares scheduled for early 
attention is Rockland avenue, 
which will be paved from Wynne- 
wood road to Narberth avenue. 

The north side streets paved 
that run into Montgomery avenue 
have been left unfinished at the 
point where they join the pike, 
but this has been due to no fault 
of Narberth. The borough has 
paved its highways up to the 
borough lines. 

The ragged condition will soon 
be remedied, however, for a letter 
from the County Commissioners 
promising pavement of the junc- 
tion points was received by Coun- 
cil Monday. Montgomery avenue 
is a county highway and it is up 
to the County Commissioners to 
finish off the paving at the junc- 
tion points. 

The purchase of a five-ton truck 
for the collection of ashes in the 
borough was authorized by Coun- 
cil. It will cost $5000. 

One truck for such purposes is 
already owned by the borough. 
It has been found that the borough 
can do its own hauling of ashes 
cheaper than it can let contracts 
for such work to private indi- 
viduals. A decided increase in 
ash collections has been noted the 
past few weeks due to the cold 
weather.

Township Will Back Pepper, but 

as for Others — 'Tis Early Yet

Only one thing is certain about 
the stand on candidates which the 
Lower Merion Republican organi- 
zation will take in the spring pri- 
maries next May and that is that it 
will back' the aspirations of Senator 
George Wharton Pepper for re- 
nomination That was revealed this 
week when an attempt was made to 
draw out organization chieftians on 
the approaching spring campaign. 

Primary war gossip was given an 
early start last week when Treas- 
urer Joseph J. Skelton, of Bala, an- 
nounced that he would be a candi- 
date for the first Montgomery 
district assembly seat now held by 
Representative Benjamin Ludlow, 
of Ardmore, and State Senator 
Fletcher W. Stites, of Narberth, 
and former State Senator James S- 
Boyd, of Norristown, both let it 
become known that they intended 
running for the Republican nomina- 
tion to the seat now held by Mr. 
Stites. An attempt to get the reac- 
tion of township stalwarts to these 
candidates, however, met with the 
almost unanimous plea that "it is 
too early to talk spring politics yet." 

"The organization doesn't pro- 
pose to discuss primary candidates 
until the November election is over 
and furthermore things are in such 
an open state now that no one at 
this time with any common sense 
is making any predictions or prom- 
ises." This was the declaration of 
one stalwart high in the councils of 
the Lower Merion organization and 
similar sentiments were expressed 
by other "regulars" when spring 
politics are broached to them. 
Many to Be Picked. 

"In the coming primaries, there 
will be a Governor, a United States 
Senator, a Congressman, a State 
representative to the Republican 
State Committee and a man and 
woman representative from each 
district to the County Republican 
Committee chosen." it was explain- 
ed. "All these will lean against the 
other and it is too early in the game 
to predict organization support for 
this candidate or that one. 

"In the race for U. S. Senator," 
our informant went on, "one candi- 
date is already in the field. Senator 
Pepper has announced that he will 
seek the nomination. Undoubtedly 
Governor Pinchot will also enter the 
field and Congressman Vare. of 
Philadelphia, may. But whether Bill 
Vare goes into the fight or not one 
thing is certain and that is that the 
Lower Merion organization will 
back Senator Pepper. That, how- 
ever, is the only statement which 
can be made now for the township 
organization." 

The fact that party regulars are 
loath to discuss candidates, however, 
is putting no damper on the activi- 
ties of the politically ambitious. Up 
Norristown way there have been 
persistent rumors that Assembly- 
man Burd P. Evans, of Trappe, 
would enter the race for State Sen- 
ator, and this week it was declared 
that these rumors were true.

Some 
residents complained of nausea 
after drinking it. 

It was believed that recent 
storms might have accounted for 
the color of the water but until a 
report on the chemical analysis 
was received residents were ad- 
vised to boil all water used. Com- 
plaints came largely from homes 
along Sycamore avenue and the 
south side.

Main Line folks who have 
evinced interest in the Main Line 
Choral, which was organized last 
year through a combination of 
several musical societies in Ard- 
more, Bryn Mawr, Narberth and 
other points, will be glad to know 
that the 1925-2G season will be 
formally inaugurated on Monday, 
October 19, by a meeting in the 
Ardmore Presbyterian Church, at 
S P. M. 

While during the 1924-25 sea- 
son the choral was not large in 
numbers, its work in the Christ- 
mas carols concert and in the 
spring concert in April was con- 
spicuously successful and gave 
conclusive indication that under 
the direction of Mr. William P. 
Bentz, it will bring to the Main 
Line a degree of musical excel- 
lence in mixed chorus perform- 
ance that is seldom achieved by 
other than professional organiza- 
tions. 

Most of the numbers of the 
choral are given a capella — with- 
out accompaniment — and only the 
best tonal qualities and finest 
sense of pitch are adequate to 
meet the stringent requirements of 
this method. In accompanied 
work many chorus weaknesses 
that would otherwise be wofully 
apparent are concealed and gloss- 
ed over by the instrument, but a 
rendition of a capella leaves the 
singers entirely "on their own" — 
demanding the utmost in faithful- 
ness to score and flexibility under 
the leader's baton. It is in work 
of this type that the Main Line 
Choral is ambition to excel, and 
bids fair to realize its ambition. 

The interest aroused by the per- 
formance of the choral last year 
i.< widespread and is reflected in 
numerous inquiries that have 
come to the officers regarding the 
current season's activities.

COMMISSION ADVISES 

That Bus Case Be Re-opened, Yet 
No Decision Has Been Given. 

A letter was received by Secre- 
tary George C. Anderson, of the 
Lower Merion Commission, last 
week from the Public Service 
Commission at Harrisburg sug- 
gesting that Lower Merion and 
individual citizens of the town- 
ship who objected to the route 
which the Philadelphia Suburban 
Transit Company plans to run 
down Wynnewood road through 
Merion and Wynnewood, petition 
the Commission to re-open hear- 
ings on the application. 

This would indicate that a de- 
cision on the application has been 
rendered, but neither Narberth 
nor Lower Merion have yet been 
informed of one.

Republican Committee Says 

They Are Underpaid 

for Work. 



ALL REPORT HARMONY 



A movement to increase the pay 
of election officials in Lower Mer- 
ion was started at a meeting of the 
Lower Merion Republican Commit- 
tee held in the township building in 
Ardmore, Monday night. These 
officials, it was declared, are gross- 
ly underpaid when the salaries they 
receive are compared to those given 
in Philadelphia and neighboring 
communities. 

In Lower Merion, the judge of 
elections, inspector and assistant as- 
sessor are paid $5 for the first 250 
votes polled at their respective bal- 
loting places, and one dollar extra 
for succeeding 100 votes above that 
number. In Philadelphia, it was 
pointed out, these officials are given 
a flat rate of $25 and in other com- 
munities they are paid $20. 

It is seldom that the highest paid 
election officers in Lower Merion, 
receive as much as $15 and only 
those in the most populous districts 
approach that figure. In the recent 
primary election only the officials in 
the South Ardmore district, where 
approximately 605 votes were poll- 
ed, received as high as $9 a piece.

Do you ever wish for a book you 
can open at any page, at any time, 
and find something delightful ? 
Then come to the Narberth Com- 
munity Library and try The Home 
Book of Modern Verse; a selection 
from American and English poetry 
of the twentieth century, compiled 
by Burton Egbert Stevenson. There 
you will find old friends and make 
new ones, and miss old friends, too, 
for there are most surprising omis- 
sions. Mr. Stevenson says that tne 
poems were, after many si f tings, 
chosen for content rather than 
name, and, moreover, that in certain 
cases regretted omissions were clue 
to copyright conditions. Perhaps 
the last accounts for the absence of 
the verses of Kipling. Amy Lowell, 
Alfred Noyes and Robert Service, 
to mention only a few outstanding 
names. More serious in a sup- 
posedly representative collection is 
the almost complete absence of free 
verse or not, it assuredly is not a 
verse or not, it assured is not a 
neglible element in twentieth century 
verse. 

The arrangement and physical 
make-up of the volume are admir- 
able.

Preparations for new and en- 
larged school buildings to take 
care of the rapidly increasing 
number of school children in Low- 
er Merion were made at the 
monthly meeting of the school 
board held in the senior high 
school building in Ardmore last 
Wednesday night. Preliminary 
plans for an addition to the senior 
high school building were receiv- 
ed from Ralph E. White, the 
board's architect, and a resolution 
authorizing the purchase of land 
in the southeast corner of the 
township for a new grade school 
was passed. 

No definite arrangements for 
the addition to the high school 
have yet been made but it is esti- 
mated that it will cost approxi- 
mately $200,000 and will consist 
of 12 classrooms, an auditorium 
and six miscellaneous rooms for 
use as science laboratories and 
offices. The board hopes to be 
able to give out contracts for the 
structure by March 1, 1926. 

The high school is now filled to 
capacity and school authorities 
fear that by next year the present 
building will be too small to take 
care of the enrollment without 
overcrowding. The intense de- 
velopment of real estate is bring- 
ing more and more people into 
the Lower Merion suburbs and 
the school enrollment is growing 
apace. 

Authorize Purchase. 

A resolution authorizing the 
purchase of not more than five 
acres of land near Haverford road 
and Remington road, in the south- 
east corner of the township, was 
approved. This will provide for 
the outer Ardmore and Overbrook 
section. Need for a school there 
was emphasized at the last meet- 
ing of the board. 

The new Merion School on 
Bowman avenue, Merion, which 
has been under construction since 
spring, will probably not be ready 
until the Christmas holidays it 
was reported. The building was 
originally scheduled to be ready 
October 1. 

Enrollment, 3454. 

Ardmore leads in the enrollment 
of the grade schools with a total 
of 830. Bryn Mawr is second with 
440 and Ashland is third with 430. 
The figures for the other schools 
are Cynwyd, 359; Bala, 193, and 
Merion Square, 131. There are 
102 pupils listed as from Merion. 

A report was made by the treas- 
urer that $551,753.96 was on hand 
for school purposes. This official 
also informed the board that 
Township Treasurer Skelton had 
collected and turned over to the 
board $511,369.04 on the 1925 
school taxes. This leaves a sum 
of $155,845.87 yet to be collected. 
$21,000 for Tuition. 

A sum of $21,000 for tuition of 
students from outside of the town- 
ship it was reported had been col- 
lected. The majority of this 
money comes from Narberth, 
which sends its senior high school 
students to the Lower Merion 
High School. 

An annual scholarship for a 
two-year course at the West 
Chester Normal School or the 
IVTillersville Normal School was re- 
reived through the High School 
Alumni Association. This scholar- 
r hip is open to students graduat- 
;ig from Lower Merion High. 
The donor, who prefers to keep 
his name a secret, stipulates that 
students from Merion Square shall 
be given a preference on this 
award.

Building Committee Will Re- 
fuse Renewal of 60- 
Day Permits. 



MAY FIGHT OUSTING 



The two De Luxe diners, lunch 
wagons, which have agitated mer- 
chants of Ardmore since they be- 
gan operation there last August, 
will be banished from Lower 
Merion. This was decided at a 
special meeting of the building 
committee of the Lower Merion 
Commission held in the township 
headquarters in Ardmore last 
Thursday. 

Indications are that the owners 
of the diners will take their ejec- 
tion to Court and fight the right 
of the township to oust them for 
they have retained Monroe H. An- 
ders, of Ardmore, as their counsel. 
Actual steps to appeal the ouster 
decision are marking time until 
the recommendations of the build- 
ing committee are approved by the 
Board of Commissioners at their 
meeting next week and until At- 
torney Anders has had opportun- 
ity to more closely examine the 
building code of the township. 

The lunch wagons, one located 
at Leheigh and Lancaster avenues 
and the other on Ardmore avenue 
off Lancaster, have been operating 
on temporary 60-day permits. 
The committee has decided to re- 
fuse renewal of these when they 
expire at the end of October and 
in so doing are following an opin- 
ion rendered two weeks ago by 
Township Solicitor Parker S. Wil- 
liams. He declared that a constant 
renewal of the "temporary" per- 
mits was illegal inasmuch as it 
was an evasion of the building 
code and made the "temporary" 
grants practically permanen t ones. 
Failed to Meet Code. 

Tlie diners were eiven CO-day 
permits when it was ruled that 
they did not meet the require- 
ments of the building code for a 
permanent business building. 
These provide that the walls and 
the roof must be fireproof. 

Some division of opinion has 
risen since the diners first appear- 
ed to agitate Ardmore merchants. 
One group, headed by William 
Holland, owner of a restaurant on 
Cricket avenue, has maintained 
that the movable diners are un- 
fair competition to resident mer- 
chants and hence undesirable. 
Another group, marshaled by 
George Mathews, apartment house 
proprietor, has insisted that the 
lunch wagons are a business asset 
to the community. 

So decided has this division be- 
come that at the meeting last 
week Secretary Albert L. Rein- 
hold, of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, which voted against the 
diners at a meeting early in the 
month, did not appear to protest.
